"If an animal bites a person, or is 


suspected to be. affected with rabies, 
the animal should be confined and a 
qualified veterinarian called. The lat- 
ter, no doubt, will advise that the ani- 
mal be kept under observation for a 
week. 
If the animal is affected with 


rabies it will not recover, but the 
disease will develop rapidly and ter- 
minate fatally in less than ten days. 


For two reasons the animal should 


not be destroyed until marked symp- 
toms are observed: First, the suspect- 
ed animal may not be affected with 
rabies and if allowed to live the per- 
son bitten will be greatly relieved; 
second, the changes upon which a 
diagnosis is made, in a laboratory, 
are not usually observed unless the 
dibease is well advanced. 


"A person bitten by a dog is not 


exposed to infection with rabies un- 
less the animal is affected with the 
disease at the time of the biting. It is 
an erroneous idea that a person bitten 
by a dog may develop rabies in seven 
days, seven weeks, seven 
months, 


seven years, or that a person bitten 
will develop rabies if the doj? that bit 
them should at any time in the future 
develop the disease, unless the animal 
shows sjmptoms within two or three 
days after the wound is inflicted."

tion parenthesis and dash, hyphen, 
apostrophe 
and 
quotation 
marks 


These were subsequently copied by 
other printers until theii use became 
universal. 
Most ancient languages 


were innocent of any system of punc 
tuation.

Shapes, Colors and Significance of Old 


Egyptian Headgear. 


The reliefs uud paintings on the walls 


of the tombs nnd temples of the Egyp 


j tians show that that race of people 
wore thick and elegant hentldresBes 
Hats with brims were apparently nn 
known. Their headgear consisted of 
wigs, hoods and caps 


"The wigs were M>ry llkfly made of 


hair or tow, for their great size could 


l not have been made by dreeing of a 
'person's own hair, tlie caps were also 
1 very large and high nn.l made of inate- 
' rial which as to Its kind can only tie 
1 guessed at," says fharles K. Keater iu 


I a history nud development of hats and 


I hendgeur. 
"The largest were cupola sh:tp«l, and 


their use wns probably confined," he 


< further says, "to those of royal blood. 


I They were yellow, white and red It is 
' supposed that the yellow ones were 
made of brass and were a kind of hel- 
met, that the white WHS the crown of 
upper Egypt and the red the ctown of 
lower Egjpt. The pschent, a combina- 
tion of the white and red. was consid- 
ered as the symbol of the rule over the 
land. Lower flat crowned cups wore 
worn both alow; and over n hood, and 
sometimes with n strap under the chin 
to hold the headpiece In place. The 
huge wigs were probably worn upon 
the shaven heads, as It is supposed that 
the clean shaven head was as preva- 
lent in Egypt as it Is now in tropical 
Asia." 


Uses and Value of Timber. 


In order to know whnt a tract of 


timber is worth it is necessary to know 
the value of the products. Not only 
should the general uses of the different 
kinds of wood be known, but careful 
attention should be given to any spe- 
cial use for given kinds or size" of 
trees which may result iu Increased 
value. The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles, flrawood. 
posts, piles, rails, lumber and very fre- 
quently in the rouud for pulp wood, 
acid factories and box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, second growth hickory, cher- 
ry, etc., have a large number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry. 
furniture making, etc. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special inurkete 
both for the different kinds of tiuibtr 
and for the most profltnbie form into 
which given slzod trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of tills they 
can \ery frequently double the price 
received for llielr products.-JR. How-u- 
bluth in American I''ore«try.

Census Reports Take Time. 
j 


Each United States census report rep- I 


resents a compilation ol statistics for 
the entire country, and much time is 
required to make an actual canvass 
and to publish the results. For exam- 
ple, in the census of manufacturers 
uniform reports must be secured from 
more than 270,000 establishments and 
in the census of agriculture from more 
than 0,000,000 farms. In collecting sta- 
tistics from manufacturers, farmers, 
electric light and power plants, electric 
railways and other interests it is neces- 
sary to allow a sufficient time to fill 
out the schedule so as not to Interfere 
with the conduct of private business. 


Kangaroo Tendons. 


In Australia kangaroo farming is an 


important Industry.

Indeed, they are the best known 
to surgeons for sewing up wounds, 
and especially for holding broken bones 
together, being much finer and tougher 
than catgut.—London Globe.

NAILS IN STONE WALLS. 


Easy Method of Placing Them So Thsy 


Will Remain Firm. 


Few women know how to drive a 


nail into a brick wall, and yet it IB 
what they often need to do for them- 
selves If there is no man about. 


The following method is easy and has 


been found entirely satisfactory: Hav- 
ing decided upon the exact spot Into 
which the nsil is desired to be driven, 
which must be in the plaster between 
the bricks, provide yourself with a 
hammer and screwdriver. With these 
tools commence working out the hard 
plaster by tapping the handle of the 
screwdriver. As the plaster turns to 
dust It mast be blown or dusted out so 
that the size of the hole may be seen. 


When a space about one Inch long and 


nearly one inch deep has been worked 
out get a small piece of wood about 
the same size and with the hummer 
wedge it tightly into the space. When 
it seems firm take the nail and drive it 
into the wood. It will go in nicely, 
without bending, and remain firm an 
indefinite longtli of time. This same 
method wns used at one time when it 
was decided to hang a hammock be- 
tween the fence and the wall, with the 
exception that the bole was dug out a 
little longer and deefi..- than for an or- 
dinary njilj.—Minneapolis Journal.

fest itself in many ways. 
Not the 


east incentive to its exercise may 
be found when one of the powers of 
nature has come into the control of 
men unaccustomed to wield it. This 
s the case with automobiles. A large 
lumber of persons have suddenly felt 
he sense of superiority which power 
eyond the common stimulates 
in 


man. 


"Their attention becomes concen- 
rated upon the demonstration of this 
superiority. 


Contempt for Pedestrians. 


"On the one hand, they look with 


envy upon others who wield similar 
powers with greater effect, and crave 
to outdo them. 
On the other hand 


they cultivate a feeling of superiority, 


not unmixed with contempt, for those 
who merely walk. Such a feeling in- 
evitably leads to more or less disre- 
gard for the rights of pedestrians The 
chauffeur and his master tend to view 
the foot passenger at a crossing u an 
interloper who interferes with their 
legitimate progress. They are prone 
to consider that when he rets hurt he 
has brought the evil upon himself and 
that their part in the affair was un- 
avoidable. 


"This view of the subject is mani- 


festly imperfect. 


People Own the Street*. 


"The streets are the property of the j 


people. By long usage they have been 
divided into footway 
and cartway, 


with crossings as reasonable inter- 
vals. 


"At such crossings a perestrian has 


the right of way, and the driver of the 
vehicle must recognize his right at 
liis 
risk. 
The result is inevitable 


that occasions arise when in order to 
save the lives or limbs of foot pas- 
sengers, the automobile must step."

"If an animal bites a person, or is 


suspected to be. affected with rabies, 
the animal should be confined and a 
qualified veterinarian called. The lat- 
ter, no doubt, will advise that the ani- 
mal be kept under observation for a 
week. 
If the animal is affected with 


rabies it will not recover, but the 
disease will develop rapidly and ter- 
minate fatally in less than ten days. 


For two reasons the animal should 


not be destroyed until marked symp- 
toms are observed: First, the suspect- 
ed animal may not be affected with 
rabies and if allowed to live the per- 
son bitten will be greatly relieved; 
second, the changes upon which a 
diagnosis is made, in a laboratory, 
are not usually observed unless the 
dibease is well advanced. 


"A person bitten by a dog is not 


exposed to infection with rabies un- 
less the animal is affected with the 
disease at the time of the biting. It is 
an erroneous idea that a person bitten 
by a dog may develop rabies in seven 
days, seven weeks, seven months, 
seven years, or that a person bitten 
will develop rabies if the doj? that bit 
them should at any time in the future 
develop the disease, unless the animal 
shows sjmptoms within two or three 
days after the wound is inflicted."

The 
oldest was eighty-two years, H. B. Ma- 
son. The next oldest was I. K. Felch, 
eighty years of age.

These were subsequently copied by 
other printers until theii use became 
universal. 
Most ancient languages 


were innocent of any system of punc 
tuation.

Egyptian Headgear.

of the tombs nnd temples of the Egyp 


j tians show that that race of people 
wore thick and elegant hentldresBes 
Hats with brims were apparently nn 
known. Their headgear consisted of 
wigs, hoods and caps

I They were yellow, white and red It is 
' supposed that the yellow ones were 
made of brass and were a kind of hel- 
met, that the white WHS the crown of 
upper Egypt and the red the ctown of 
lower Egjpt. The pschent, a combina- 
tion of the white and red. was consid- 
ered as the symbol of the rule over the 
land. Lower flat crowned cups wore 
worn both alow; and over n hood, and 
sometimes with n strap under the chin 
to hold the headpiece In place. The 
huge wigs were probably worn upon 
the shaven heads, as It is supposed that 
the clean shaven head was as preva- 
lent in Egypt as it Is now in tropical 
Asia." 


Uses and Value of Timber. 


In order to know whnt a tract of 


timber is worth it is necessary to know 
the value of the products. Not only 
should the general uses of the different 
kinds of wood be known, but careful 
attention should be given to any spe- 
cial use for given kinds or size" of 
trees which may result iu Increased 
value. The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles, flrawood. 
posts, piles, rails, lumber and very fre- 
quently in the rouud for pulp wood, 
acid factories and box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, second growth hickory, cher- 
ry, etc., have a large number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry. 
furniture making, etc. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special inurkete 
both for the different kinds of tiuibtr 
and for the most profltnbie form into 
which given slzod trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of tills they 
can \ery frequently double the price 
received for llielr products.-JR. How-u- 
bluth in American I''ore«try.

In collecting sta- 
tistics from manufacturers, farmers, 
electric light and power plants, electric 
railways and other interests it is neces- 
sary to allow a sufficient time to fill 
out the schedule so as not to Interfere 
with the conduct of private business.

NAILS IN STONE WALLS. 


Easy Method of Placing Them So Thsy 


Will Remain Firm. 


Few women know how to drive a 


nail into a brick wall, and yet it IB 
what they often need to do for them- 
selves If there is no man about. 


The following method is easy and has 


been found entirely satisfactory: Hav- 
ing decided upon the exact spot Into 
which the nsil is desired to be driven, 
which must be in the plaster between 
the bricks, provide yourself with a 
hammer and screwdriver. With these 
tools commence working out the hard 
plaster by tapping the handle of the 
screwdriver. As the plaster turns to 
dust It mast be blown or dusted out so 
that the size of the hole may be seen. 


When a space about one Inch long and 


nearly one inch deep has been worked 
out get a small piece of wood about 
the same size and with the hummer 
wedge it tightly into the space. When 
it seems firm take the nail and drive it 
into the wood. It will go in nicely, 
without bending, and remain firm an 
indefinite longtli of time. This same 
method wns used at one time when it 
was decided to hang a hammock be- 
tween the fence and the wall, with the 
exception that the bole was dug out a 
little longer and deefi..- than for an or- 
dinary njilj.—Minneapolis Journal.

Continuing he said: 


"The essence of criminality is the 


lamest pursuit of one's own desire 
without regard to the 
effect upon 


itfcers. 
It is selfishness carried to 


'ar. 
Criminal selfishness may mani- 


fest itself in many ways. 
Not the 


east incentive to its exercise may 
be found when one of the powers of 
nature has come into the control of 
men unaccustomed to wield it. This 
s the case with automobiles. A large 
lumber of persons have suddenly felt 
he sense of superiority which power 
eyond the common stimulates 
in 


man. 


"Their attention becomes concen- 
rated upon the demonstration of this 
superiority. 


Contempt for Pedestrians. 


"On the one hand, they look with 


envy upon others who wield similar 
powers with greater effect, and crave 
to outdo them. 
On the other hand 


they cultivate a feeling of superiority, 


not unmixed with contempt, for those 
who merely walk. Such a feeling in- 
evitably leads to more or less disre- 
gard for the rights of pedestrians The 
chauffeur and his master tend to view 
the foot passenger at a crossing u an 
interloper who interferes with their 
legitimate progress. They are prone 
to consider that when he rets hurt he 
has brought the evil upon himself and 
that their part in the affair was un- 
avoidable. 


"This view of the subject is mani- 


festly imperfect. 


People Own the Street*. 


"The streets are the property of the j 


people. By long usage they have been 
divided into footway 
and cartway, 


with crossings as reasonable inter- 
vals. 


"At such crossings a perestrian has 


the right of way, and the driver of the 
vehicle must recognize his right at 
liis 
risk. 
The result is inevitable 


that occasions arise when in order to 
save the lives or limbs of foot pas- 
sengers, the automobile must step."
